Approval up; deep 
divisions remain

A year after Donald 
Trump narrowly won Flor- 
ida and the presidency, the 
state’s voters are deeply di- 
vided over his performance. 

His favorability has im- 
proved in a new Florida poll 
— but more of the state’s 
voters disapprove than ap- 
prove of the way he’s han- 


cent approve and 47 disap- 
prove of Trump’s perform- 
ance, a net negative of 6 per- 
centage points. 

In the previous FAU Flor- 
ida poll, conducted in Au- 
gust, Trump’s performance 
had 37 percent approval and 
47 percent disapproval, a 
net negative of 10 points.

Many in both parties say Gov. Scott earned high marks in crisis

Florida voters give generally high 
marks to the way state and local gov- 
ernments prepared for and responded 
to Hurricane Irma — but they’re much 
less satisfied with the handling of post- 
storm debris cleanup. 

A Florida Atlantic University poll 


released today found that 70 percent of 
Florida voters surveyed thought local 
government’s response to Irma was 
excellent or good, with 30 percent rat- 
ing the response fair or poor. 

But the grades for the way local 
governments handled debris cleanup 
are markedly lower: 56 percent excel- 
lent or good and 44 percent fair or 
poor in the survey, conducted Thurs- 


day through Sunday by the Florida 
Atlantic University Business and 
Economics Polling Initiative. 

Many residents in South Florida 
have complained about the long delays 
in debris cleanup. Local governments 
have said they had trouble getting de- 
bris removal companies to honor the
